Gentlemen In the matter of the pe- 
tion of various property owners asking for the 
grading, paving and curbing ol Washington 
avenue, from Bcltzhoover avenue to the east 
line of Beltzlioover Boro, I respectfully report, 

First. I am advised by the parties interested 
in this improvement, that the portion of Wash¬ 
ington avenue for which they ask the work is 
a boundary street or avenue between .the ter¬ 
minal points named. 

Second. Section 15 of the Act of May 16,1889, 
(New Street Act,) provides, “The said Councils 
are hereby authorized whenever they may 
deem the same n ecessary to cause to be graded, 
paved or macadamized any public street, lane 
or alley, or any part thereof, which Is now or 
which may hereafter be laid out or opened in 
said city, or which may be In whole or In part 
boundaries of said city and have the same set 
with curbstone, the cost and expense thereof 
and damages occasioned thereby shall be as¬ 
sessed upon the property benefited thereby, as 
hereinafter directed; provided, that ;no street, 
lane or alley, or any part thereof, shall be so 
graded, paved or macadamized, unless upon 
the petition of the owners of one-third the 
property fronting or abutting thereon/* 

The petition has accompanying it the affida¬ 
vit required by the 16th section of the said Act, 
and there cannot therefore be any question as 
to the one-third the property owners signing 
the petition, thus giving Councils Jurisdiction 
of the subject matter. 
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The power* to order this improvement is 
clearly conferred upon Councils, assuming that 
all the facts are as represented, of which I en¬ 
tertain no doubt.

And the bill was read a second time. - 

Mr. Fitzsimmons presented 
No. 297. 

To the Honorable Select Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh : 

The undersigned, owners of property and 
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representatives of the owners of property on 
Diamond street, between Smithfleldstreetand 
Diamond, respectfully represent, 

That your Honorable Body has before it for 
consideration an ordinance “authorizing the 
opening of Diamond street (or alley), from 
Smithfleld street to the western side of Dia¬ 
mond square,” and by which it is proposed to 
take from the owners of the Jots on the north¬ 
ern side of said alley a strip of ground 25 feet 
in depth, with the buildings and improve¬ 
ments thereon. 

Against this appropriation we respectfully 
beg leave to enter our protest and remon¬ 
strance. 

We are advised that the ordinance is not in 
accordance with the requirements of the Act 
ot May 16, IH89, inasmuch as no power is con¬ 
ferred upon Councils to widen and straighten 
portions of a street or alley only, and that the 
Act of Assembly itself is of very donbttul con- 
stitutionaliiy by reason of its defective title. 

We are also advised that under the Consti¬ 
tution of the State the Municipality will be 
alone liable for all damages incurred by an 
improvement of the character contemplated. 

As there are important questions of law 
which underlie the subject, we would respect¬ 
fully suggest that it would be the part of pru¬ 
dence to nave them referred to the legal coun¬ 
sel of the City for his examination and report, 
before any further action shall betaken, which 
may in the future embarrass the City, with 
great risk of pecuniary liabilities. 

In asking from your Honorable Body the 
protection of great public and private interests 
from a useless ana wanton interference, threat¬ 
ening severe loss, we must of necessity be brief, 
and cannot, therefore, enter into the many 
questions which are involved in it and their 
liar-reaching effects; but there are a few promi¬ 
nent facts and circumstances which may be 
stated, which should induce your Honorable 
Body to pause and reflect before committing 
the City, by the passage of this ordinance, to 
heavy pecuniary responsibilities, and many of 
your fellow citizens to serious embarrassment 
and expense. • 

It is a fact that not a single owner of proper¬ 
ty upon the street has, by written communi¬ 
cation, or by petition to either branch of City 
Councils, asked for such widening upon the 
plea of either local or general public benefit, or 
for any other proper and legitimate cause, 
Nor can we find ot record any memorial from 
the citizens at large making such request. In 
the absence oi such petitions, it is not to be 
presumed that Council, of their own motion, 
originated the matter, thus beyond doubt es¬ 
tablishing tlie fact that “the improvement is 
one in which the public at large lias just as 
much benefit and advantage as those whose 
property lies along the line of the alley,” an 
admission which brings it within the excep¬ 
tion nentioned in the opinion of the City Sol¬ 
icitor, and which makes the City alone respon¬ 
sible for all damages, Your Honorable Body 
will hardly venture to make this admissionof 
the only fact necessary to fasten the cost out 
of the general City taxation (already onerous) 
when more pressing and surely more useful 
City needs are urgently demanding your at¬ 
tention; 

We are aware that an opinion prevails, that 
the payment of damages to arise from the 
widening are to be apportioned only on the 
property on the two squares, and this we are 
advised arises not only from a very mistaken 
view of the law by the City Viewers, but from 
a misleading conclusion in their preliminary 


report upon the subject, in which they say “It 
is the clear conviction of the Board that all 
damages caused by the proposed widening of 
Diamond street should be assessed upon that 
street within the limits so widened.” 

The Board of Viewers is a Court, legally con¬ 
stituted and with definite but very great pow¬ 
ers over the property of their fellow citizens; 
and indiscreet as the announcement of their 
prejudgment of the case may seem, from their 
nigh personal character they may be relied 
upon to act and decide “equitably, justly and 
without partiality” when all the facts are as¬ 
certained upon the testimony yet to be taken 
by them. 

The ordinance requires “that the damages 
and benefits to pay the same be assessed and 
collected in accordance with the provisions of 
the Act of Assembly of 16th May, 1889.” And 
the Act of Assembly requires the Viewers 
“after ascertaining the whole amount of 
damages they shall assess the same equitably, 
justly and without partiality upon the prop¬ 
erties that may be or will likely be benefited 
by said improvements.” 

Will they adhere to their already expressed 
opinion, or will they, after each case of dam¬ 
age has been heard in detail,and the aggregate 
sum ascertained, change their opinion so as to 
embrace the property on Market, Wood, 
Smithfleld, other portion of Diamond, Grant 
and other streets? 

We need scarcely remind your Honorable 
Body that the assessment of damages and ap¬ 
portionment of benefits by the Board of View¬ 
ers are not final, and the constitutional right 
of trial by jury and appeal are open to any 
dissatisfied citizen, and in which ail questions 
can be formally presented and judicially re¬ 
viewed and determined. 

We have thus referred to the action of the 
Board of Viewers to show that the opinion ex¬ 
pressed in their preliminary report is a very 
unsafe one upon which (in the absence of peti¬ 
tion from the lot owners themselves) to justify 
the passage of the ordinance. The unques¬ 
tioned source of payment should first be deter¬ 
mined before the damages shall be inaugura¬ 
ted, and we do but justice to your Honorable 
Body in asserting our belief that if the City is 
to be made liable for them, the ordinance 
would be defeated, and very properly. And 
we may also assert our belief, that whenever 
the lot owners on the two squares of Diamond 
street, or a majority of them, agree that the 
widening of the same Is a matter purely local 
and beneficial to themselves, and they petition 
In favor of the ordinance, that it would be ap¬ 
proved, but not otherwise. 

We further respectfully ask your careful 
consideration of the opinion of the City Solici¬ 
tor, given in this matter and on file. Based 
upon the preliminary report of the Board of 
Viewers, he says: “The City will incur no lia¬ 
bility for damages occasioned by such improve¬ 
ment, excepting upon the happening of one 
of two things, viz: First, if it shall be found 
that this improvement is one in which the 
public at large has iust as much benefit and 
advantage as those whose property lies along 
the line of the alley, it then ceases to be a local 
and becomes a general benefit, in which event 
the City must bear the expense; or second, if 
a jury should award an amount of damages to 
a property holder greater than that allowed 
by the viewers, the difference must be paid by 
the City, unless there shall be found other 
property benefited in an amount equal to such 
difference. 

Before what tribunal and by what kind of 
testimony shall be determined the question 
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whether the benefit is a local one confined to 
the two squares of the street, or such a general 
benefit as will make the improvement a public 
one, and thus establish the liability oi the 
City? And who but the jury shall determine 
whether the damages are greater than the 
amount allowed by the viewers—and what will 
such difference amount to in theaggregate, for 
which the City will be liabie? 

In view of the many grave doubts which 
surround this subject in its present condition, 
we respectfully submit that your Honorable 
Body will not be willing to place the City in 
joepardy of a liability for perhaps many hun¬ 
dred thousands of dollars, by passing an ordi¬ 
nance that has not a single petitioner in its 
he half, and with the cautions of the legal offi¬ 
cer of the City before you. It may be that the 
improvement would be a general public bene¬ 
fit, and the general public be willing to pay for 
its enjovment—but nowhere have they so ex¬ 
pressed themselves—because, probably, they 
have been resting under the impression that 
the Board of Viewers had finally settled the 
question as to who were to bear the burdens. 

And it may be that some of the owners of 
lots on the two squares of Diamond street, 
whose names nowhere appear, while conceding 
some measure of local and personal advantage 
and profit, are too astute to say so in writing 
or by petition in its behalf, and so estop them¬ 
selves in law from hereafter claiming exemp¬ 
tion in whole or in part from paying benefits, 
upon the plea that Council had by its unsolic¬ 
ited and voluntary action determined the 
public character of the improvement. 

We further respectfully submit, not as mat¬ 
ter within our own knowledge, but as a subject 
of common rumor, and which many circum¬ 
stances combine to create the belief in its being 
substantially true, that the attempt to widen 
Diamond alley is but a part of a scheme for 
private and corporate profit, under the com¬ 
mon pretext of great public good but at heavy 
sacrifice and cost either to individual lot own¬ 
ers or to the City, or both, it is immaterial to 
the projectors which. The scheme embraces 
the purchase of outlying ground and of lots on 
narrow streets or alleys, the ultimate widening 
here and there of portions of them, and the es¬ 
tablishment of a practical route for one or 
more passenger railways. While fully recog¬ 
nizing the utility and advantage of such con¬ 
venience as railways and the perfect right of 
any individual to legitimate profit from indi¬ 
vidual investments and foresight, we protest 
most earnestly against either passenger rail¬ 
ways or individual enterprise whose profits 
are secured at such cost and loss as now threat¬ 
en your petitioner and the City,and whatnow 
appears as small but much needed widening 
of two squares of Diamond street, is but the 
beginning of the uncoiling of the serpent. 

Pass the ordinance to-day, and to-morrow 
some mysterious hands and influences may 
be felt, but not seen, in creating public neces¬ 
sities for the widening of some other square or 
squares elsewhere. 

In conclusion, we beg to say that our first 
appeal for protection must be to your Honora¬ 
ble Body, with the hope, that it will not fail 
us; but if for any reasons satisfactory to your¬ 
selves your inclination be to pass the ordi¬ 
nance, then as taxpayers and citizens we would 
respectfully ask your consideradion and ap¬ 
proval of such an a nendment thereto as will 
provide that the same shall not be of any force 
and effect until adequate personal or corporate 
security shall be given, to be approved by the 
City Solicitor or other proper officer, indemni¬ 
fying the City against payment of any and all 


damages or costs arising out of or by reason 
of such widening and opening. 

In protesting against the passage of the ordi¬ 
nance in any form, we do so in the conviction 
that the injury likely to arise from its enforce¬ 
ment cannot be and will not be fully compen¬ 
sated for. Business complications and embar¬ 
rassments must arise from the disturbance of 
existing relations, and endless letigation fol¬ 
low, which, in the defense ol our respective 
rights and property, we must of necessity re¬ 
sort to courts of law, entailing labor, anxiety, 
delay and expense, from which we would 
gladly be relieved. 

And we will ever pray, etc.

To the Honorable . the Select and Common 
Councils of the City of Pittsburgh : 
Gentlemen : 

At a meeting of the Board of Awards, 
June 6th, 1889, bids for the paving of a number 
of streets, among them that for Denniston 
avenue, East End, were opened. 

It appears that Messrs. Booth & Flinn bid 
$3.35 for No. 2 Vulcanite, per square yard, grad¬ 
ing, 49 cents per cubic yard, and curbing, 85 
cents per lineal foot. 

Messrs. Howard & Long, representing the 
Asphalt Block Company of Philadelphia, bid 
for paving with gravel base, $3.10 per square 
yard, and cement concrete base, six inches 
thick, $1.35 per square yard, grading, 43 cents 
per cubic yard, and curbing, 70 cents per lineal 
foot. 

A majority of the owners of property on 
Denniston avenue, knowing that the Asphalt 
Block pavement was of a very superior quality, 
and that thousands of yards were in good ser¬ 
vice covering several years of hard wear in the 
cities of Washington, Baltimore and Philadel¬ 
phia, and knowing also that it has been further 
endorsed by the Allegheny Street Committee 
as the best pavement that has come under 
their observation, petitioned the Board of 
Awards to let the contract to the lowest bid¬ 
der, but this request was unheeded and the 
contract was let to Booth & Flinn, the higher 
bidder for a pavement of a character that will 
not equal that of the lowest bidder. 

The block pavement would pave a total 
thickness of ten and three-fourth inches 
against a thickness of not over nine inches in 
the Booth & Flinn contract. The Block Pave¬ 
ment Company furnish a guarantee with good 
bond, for five years, on the work, while Booth 
& Flinn furnish no guarantee on their No. 2 
work. 

Further, the specifications of the Booth & 
Flinn No.-2 Asphalt are ambiguous and lack 
completeness as they fail to give the thickness 
of their wearing surface, or the proportion of 
the materials used therein; that they simply 
state that it shall be composed of asphalt and 
coal tar, the latter Ingredient being unfit for 
such use as it is certain to disintegrate in a 
short time. 

We aver that Booth & Flinn bid $2.60 per 
square yard for Craig street, but they have 
raised the price on Denniston avenue 75 cents 
per square yard, which means an extra cost to 
each lot holder of one dollar for each lineal 
foot front, besides the excess charged by Booth 
& Flinn on grading and curbing. 

NOW, therefore, we the undersigned, re¬ 
spectfully petition your honorable bodies to 
protect us in this matter and re ter the award 
to Messrs. Booth & Flinn back to the Board of 
Awards with a request to have them make the 
award to the lowest bidder.

Gentlemen On the 1st inst. you re¬ 
ferred to me the petition of A. J. Davis, Esq., 
relating to the opening of Fairmount street, 
for my opinion “as to whether or not Councils 
have power to recommit the matter of said 
opening to the Board of Viewers, with direc¬ 
tions to re-examine the matter, hear the peti¬ 
tioner and others who may desire it, and re¬ 
port upon his claim for damages.” 

In answer thereto 1 respectfully say,that, no 
matter how meritorious the matter contained 
in the petition may be, Councils have no power 
legally, to reopen the case, nor direct any other 
body so to do. All of the proceedings seem to 
be perfectly regular, and in conformity with 
law. The matter was finally passed upon by 
the Court of Quarter Sessions, upon an appeal, 
the assessments have all been paid and dam¬ 
ages liquidated years ago.

To the Common Council of the City of Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen: —The Ordinance authoriz¬ 
ing the widening and opening of Diamond 
street (or alley), from Smithfield to the western 
side of Diamond Market street, ordained July 
1st, 1889, has been transmitted to me for ap¬ 
proval. I return it to you without my approv¬ 
al, with the reasons for so doing as required by 
law. 

Diamond alley, now called a street, from 
Smithfield street to the Market Square was 
laid out in the original plan of the City of 
Pittsburgh in the year 1784, and was thrown 
open ana dedicated by theownerof the ground 
on both sides ot the alley between the points 
named for the use and accommodation of the 
then and subsequent owners of said ground, as 
well as for its use by tbe general public. 

The ground fronting upon the alley having 
been divided into lots was sold to various per¬ 
sons and buildings erected upon them,and the 
alley or street has been used by such lot own¬ 
ers together with the general public ever 
since. 

The ordinance‘for the proposed widening of 
Diamond street should, for its adoption, be 
based upon a demand by the general public 
for increased facilities for public travel in that 
immediate vicinity, or a request from the 
owners of the property abutting upon the al¬ 
ley for increased width to accommodate the 
occupants of the buildings upon their respect¬ 
ive properties. 

As the proposed widening will involve an 
expense in the form of damages, both direct 
and consequential, of at least three quarters of 
a million of dollars, I have endeavored to give 
the matter careful and impartial considera¬ 
tion. I have specially observed the travel up¬ 
on Diamond street, Fifth, Fourth and other 
parallel avenues, and have failed to discover 
any necessity for the proposed widening for 
the use of the general public, nor have I yet 
heard of a demand coming from any source 
that increased public travel upon and in the 
neighborhood of Diamond street required the 
proposed widening of the street. In oy judg¬ 
ment there is no foundation for the passage ot 
the ordinance based upon a demand for in¬ 
creased facilities for public travel. It then de¬ 
volves upon us to consult the views of the 
owners of the abutting property to find, if pos¬ 
sible, a reason for the adoption and approval 
of the ordinance. 


The number of feet of ground on Diamond 
street on both sides from Smithfield street to 
the Diamon Square is about 1665 feet, and the 
petition to Councils, asking for the widening 
Ordinance contains the signatures of owners 
representing 565 feet of ground, thus showing 
that 1,100 feet or two-thirds of the property 
fronting on the street is opposed to the pro¬ 
posed widening of it. The records show that 
most of the ground represented upon the peti¬ 
tion to Couneilsaskingfortlie proposed widen¬ 
ing has been very recently purchased, and it 
is a fact well known to the public that said, 
purchasers form what is commonly called a 
Syndicate, who have entered into the project, 
scheme or speculation ot buying property on 
Diamond street and having it widened witli 
the hope or anticipation that public travel 
might thereby be diverted from Fifth, Fourth 
and other parallel avenues, and the property 
thus purchased greatly enhanced in value. 

It is clear that the projectors of this scheme 
are a minority of the property on the street, 
owning not more than one-third ot the front¬ 
age. 

That the cost of the proposed widening in 
direct damages alone,according to the prelim¬ 
inary report oi the Viewers would amount to 
8555.000, or more than half a million dollars, 
and the Viewers say expressly that they did 
not consider or estimate the consequential 
damages to lease-holders, business, etc., which 
according to a conservative estimate will 
amount to an additional quarter of a miliion 
dollars. 

So that we are thus presented with the fact 
that the proposed widening will cost in dama¬ 
ges to property alone three quarters of a mil¬ 
lion of dollars, and the law under which the 
ordinance is passed provides expressly that the 
cost shall be assessed upon properties benefit- 
ted and the Viewers have reported in their 
preliminary report that this enormous sum of 
money must be assessed upon the properties 
abuttiug upon Diamond street between Smith- 
field street and the Diamond Square. 

Is il any wonder that two-thirds of the own¬ 
ers of the property on the street earnestly pro¬ 
test. In the peaceable possession, enjoyment 
and use of their properties they are suddenly 
overwhelmed with the fact that a project has 
been originated to widen the street, and an at¬ 
tempt made to divert the travel from other 
streets for the purpose of increasing the value 
of properties recently purchased. The success 
ot such a project is only a possibility and in 
my judgment would be a failure. 

Two-thirds of the owners refused to join the 
request for the widening ot the street, and the 
Councils of the City of Pittsburgh having the 
delegated power of taking private property for 
public use are asked to extend the strong arm 
of t he law in the passage of the proposed wid¬ 
ening ordinance to coerce the unwillmg prop¬ 
erty owners to Involuntarily join in a project 
which would involve, burden and harass them 
with the payment of such a large sum oi mon¬ 
ey, This feature of it is so manifestly unjust 
that when your attention is called to it I 
think you will agree £ith my views. 

As a further reason for vetoing the Ordin¬ 
ance, I am advised that the assessment lor the 
payment of the damages in the manner pro¬ 
posed by the Board of Viewers would, upon an 
appeal by the parties assessed be held by the 
Court to be so burdensome ahd out of propor¬ 
tion to all possible benefits to the property as 
to amount to a confiscation of it, and hence 
the assessment would he thrown out and the 
greater part if not the whole amount of the as - 
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timated damages, 8750,000, put upon the tax¬ 
payers of the city. 

I am, therefore, constrained most respectful¬ 
ly to return the ordinance to you without my 
approval.

question: “What will the city of Pittsburgh 
do wit lilts worn-out employees?” As under 
section 15 of the “new charter” the city Coun¬ 
cils arc empowered to provide by ordinance 
for the cure, maintenance and relief of aged 
or disabled policemen and firemen, I deem it 
wise on my part to present to you plainly this 
question: “What will you do with your worn- 
out employees?” 

There is now noauthority under which I can 
carry people oil my pay rolls who are wholly, 
or partially unable to perform the duties re¬ 
quired ol them. Under the various organizn- 
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tions taken place in my department, these 
persons are wholly or nearly wholly dropped 
from my rolls, and as I have been strongly im- 
portuued by many members of your honora¬ 
ble bodies to care for some of these people. I 
deem it best to say to you that I cannot make 
my pay rolls a pension list, without the proper 
authority and power from your honorable 
bodies. I, therefore, most respectfully urge 
upon you to take up the question, “What will 
the city of Pittsburgh do with her worn-out 
employes?” and also make such provision for 
them as may to you seem just. You arc the 
city of Pittsburgh, I am its servant. Await¬

In the matter of the ordinance now pending 
before you authorizing the grading, paving 
and curbing of Linden avenue, and upon 
which you have asked my opinion: “Whether 
the purchaser of the Richmond plot can be held 
for an assessment for the improvement con¬ 
templated under the law, and whether it 
would be advisable to get the signature of 
said purchaser for the improvement before the 
passage of said bill ? ’ I respectfully reply : 

First—To give jurisdiction to Councils in 
matters such as those embraced in the ordi¬ 
nance a petition verified by affidavit, is re¬ 
quired by law. Upon examination of the 
records 1 find this to have been done. 

Second—By the preliminary report made by 
the Board of Viewers, I find the cost of this 
improvement is estimated; Rectangular 
Block $88,978(50, Asphalt, 84,170(i0 and properties 
found and reported sufficiently benefited to 
pay t hese costs and expenses. 

Third—The law contemplates and provides 
for proceedings against the property regardless 
of the question of ownership. The liability 
between vendor and vendee is wholly personal 
ami the claim of the city unaffected by any 
legal or equitable contracts between the 
parties. 

Fourth—As the improvement is a very im¬ 
portant., and likely to be. very costly one, it is 
very desirable upon the part of the property 
owners that us many persons as can be pro¬ 
cured should sign the petition. The city is 
only interested by way of an estoppel against 
signers, but not otherwise.

The President stated that the meeting 
had been called at the request of the Special 
Committee on Public Parks for the purpose of 
taking appropriate action in the matter of 
Mrs. Schen ley’s gift of ground for park pur¬ 
poses and her option for the purchase of ad¬ 
ditional ground. 

Mr. Keating moved 

That the clerk notify Common Council 
that Select Council desired to meet with that 
body in Joint Session for the purpose of tak¬ 
ing up business to be presented from the 
Public Park Committee. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And the clerk so notified Common Council. 

And the clerk of Common Council having 
been introduced stated that that body was 
now ready to meet with Select Council in 
joint session for the purpose of considering 
business from the Committee on Public Parks. 


Thereupon Select Council proceeded to the 
Common Council Chamber and being so 
met in 

JOINT SESSION. 

The Hon. Win. Met'all in. Mayor, was intro¬ 
duced and took his scat with the Presidents 
of Councils. 

Mr. Keating- chairman of the Special Com¬ 
mittee on Parks arose in his place and said: 

“It is with feelings of great gratitude and 
pride that I have the honor to announce that 
Mr. R. B. Carnahan, the member from the 
19th ward, has in his possession a paper from 
Mrs. Schenley giving to the city of Pittsburgh 
a public park for the people. I cannot at th is 
moment recall any similar gift to any city in 
the United States. All of the pub.ic parks of 
the country have become the property of the 
people by purchase. This is the first instance 
of such great generosity on record. It is a 
great gift. It gives to the people a park and 
gives it without any reservation or condition, 
save only that it shall be a park and beheld 
for the use of the people. Mr. Carnahan will 
present his papers.” 

Mr. Uartitihati said your Honor, the Mayor, 
Presidents and Members of Councils: 

“Mrs, Schenley has transmitted to me, 
from London, her deed conveying to the city 
of Pittsburgh, 800 acres of the tract of land in 
the 22d ward, called Mount Airy, for the pur¬ 
pose of a public park, with instructions to me, 
as her representative in this behalf, to the con¬ 
stituted authorities of this city, it is hardly 
necessary to say that a more agreeable 
duty could not have been devolved upon me, 
as a citizen of Pittsburgh, as a member of one 
of the Councils of the city or as a person stand¬ 
ing in a professional relation of trust and con¬ 
fidence of the good lady whom I have the 
honor to represent in this occasion. The deed 
itself recites the motives and purposes of the 
donor so fully as to preclude any further ex¬ 
planation, and no word of mine can magnify 
the value of the donation. It will be more 
fitting for others present to speak of Mrs. 
Schenley herself and tell you, if you wish to 
hear, who her ancestors were, and what claims 
they had to the gratitude of their country¬ 
men in their day, and how on our gratitude 
now. For me, it remains only to perform the 
duty with which I have been charged by de¬ 
livering to you, the properly constituted 
authorities of the city, for and in the name 
of Mrs. Schenley, the instrument of writing 
which I now present as her act and deed for 
the purposes therein contained.”

ever as “ScherUey Park.’ 1

Mr. Monro then spoke as follows: 

“It seldom falls to the lot of t he representa¬ 
tives ot the city of Pittsburgh, in Council as¬ 
sembled, to meet on occasions at all resemb¬ 
ling this, although I can call to mind the most 
liberal offer of a distinguished man oi Pitts¬ 
burgh in relation to a public library. Isay 
now that In the city of Pittsburgh there is a 
large number of great-sou led men and women 
that, if they could see the way to advance the 
people’s interests, are ready and willing to do 
so. The example set by this good lady I am 
satisfied will find followers. That the need 
was greatest for a park cannot be questioned. 
That there will be a greater need in the future 
needs no question. Thei e are large sections ot 
the city that this park will be inaccessible to, 
and I hope and trust that other parts of the 
city will be called on to receive the like, if not 
so liberal, sufficiently liberal for the uses of 
the people. We have been a struggling city, 
a park lias been wanted for years, yet had we 
been left, to our own efforts, to put our hands in 
our pockets, it would have been many years 
before Pittsburgh would have had a park. 

“This lady’s ancestors have been distin¬ 
guished men, known fa\ T orably here and all 
over the country. The valor of the males as 
soldiers and their ability as executive men 
have been long noted. Who does not know 
that James O’Hara built tlie first glass works? 
He was the friend of Washington. Her father 
was Major Croghan, a distinguished soldier. 
But this lady, it seems to me, has put the cap¬ 
stone on by this gift, and is greater than them 
all. We thankfully receive it, and no doubt, 
in times to come our children and our child¬ 
ren’s children will remember with gratitude 
1 lie grand gift of this noble lady.” 

The motion of Mr. Keating* for the adop¬ 
tion of the resolution was unanimously agreed 
to.

ward. The East End, Is a great and grow¬ 
ing part of the city, and Schenley Park 
will soon be in the centre of the population 
of the city. The East End must be the 
home of the people of means hereafter, as 
there was no other direction for them to go, 
and as that section of the city grows in popu¬ 
lation it will grow in h eauty, and while the 
park now seemed far away from the business 
portion of the city, the day would soon come 
when it would be surrounded with homes 
of the rich and the poor. Mrs. Schenley 
has made the city a grand gift, and no 
man could say that it was given in anything 
but the puresi sentiments of patriotism and 
generosity. 

“The people of the present generation 
will feel an everlasting gratitude to the 
good lady, while in generations yet unborn 
that gratitude will grow and her name 
will be ever remembered with pride and 
thankfulness. ’

general throughout the city, the Bureau Elec¬ 
tricity, with only three linemen, are unable 
to keep in good and perfect order the wires 
that belong to, and that are absolutely essen¬ 
tial to the Department of Public Safety, to 
wit, police and fire lines. 

I attach hereto a letter addressed to me by 
Morris W. Mead,Superintendentof the Bureau 
of Electricity, that more fully sets forth the 
difficulties. And I would respectfully ask 
that your honorable bodies allow and permit 
the employment of an additional lineman at 
the same compensation as that now paid 
linemen.

Safety: 

Dear Sir: 

Owing to the vast increase throughout the 
city of wires containing high tension currents, 
such as Electric Eight Wires, and also to the 
fact that the circuits of the lire and police 
telegraph are being rapidly extended to meet 
the wants of growing sections of the city. Ho 
much so, that instead of fifteen Box and Gong 
circuits, we are arranging for thirty, and in¬ 
stead of eight Police Telegraph circuits, shall 
now arrange for twelve—our lines having 
been crowded with boxes to such and an ex¬ 
tent as to require a sub-division in nearly 
every instance. All this work requires a 
largely increased number of trunk lines. 

And, owing also to the fact* that a greatly 
increased amount of cable service is neces¬ 
sary, it will be necessary to arrange to con¬ 
dense our lines into cables for short distances 
each direction from City Hall. 

I might also add that the inductive effect on 
our telephone lines, particularly the patrol 
service lines, when the Electric Eights are 
turned on after dark, (and these are all high 
tension lines) Is very great, so much so that it 
is hard to converse freely over them. Fre¬ 
quently there are very important instructions 
sent out to the officers, and it is quite neces¬ 
sary to have both reports from the officers, 
and instructions to them, thoroughly under¬ 
stood. Ho that the vast extensions of Electric 
Eight wires, in all directions, and their liabil¬ 
ity of interference the consequent difficulty in 
repairing breaks and stringing wires, and the 
neecessary re-arrangement of our own lines to 
meet these new conditions existing in your 
Electrical Bureau, renders it neecessary Unit 
I should ask for one more lineman in addi¬ 
tion to our present force. 

In our line work there is necessarily a great 
deal of night work, not only in case of storms, 
but at alt large fires; and, in caring for city 
lines, in this respect we desire to have force 
enough, and have them so arranged that not 
one moment will be lost after the first indica¬ 
tion of trouble on the lines. 

To meet all the conditions above enumerated 
i would respectfully ask for another lineman.

GENTLEMEN : 

Tliere is an Ordinance now before you for 
final passage granting us the right to extend 
our present switch close to our house on 
Grenough street. 

We are informed that the Special Committee 
to whom you referred this Ordinance will re¬ 
commend that the Ordinance be granted con¬ 
ditional that we allow our neighbors to con¬ 
nect with our switch. To this we will have to 
object for the following reasons: 

First—That the switch passes over our private 
property, close to our building. 

Second—That our business is of such hazard¬ 
ous nature that, it requires prompt handling 
of freight. 

Third—That when our building is completed 
the switch’will pass through it and therefore 
we can not afford to allow our neighbors to 
keep it open, or strangers to have free access. 

Fourth—The privilege we ask for is practi¬ 
cally destroyed and will be worthless to us if 
our neighbors were to use the switch. 

We cannot understand why this privilege is 
not readily granted as the same rights have 
been given to many merchants and manufac¬ 
turers in this city, witiiout imposing upon 
them the burden yon wish to place upon us. 

In building our house we have voluntarily 
set our building line back ten feet from Sec¬ 
ond avenue, with the intention of widening 
that much used throughfare from a forty to a 
fifty foot street, making it conform to the 
width of the street beyond. In doing so we 
feel that we have done the city and neighbor¬ 
hood a benefit. And when it is remembered 
that oft-times the street is blockaded with 
street cars and wagons, caused by the crossing 
of railroad trains at this point, we feel that we 
have not only benefited the neighborhood, 
but tne upper Ssuth side and the river dis¬ 
trict beyond. 

Being old merchants we have contributed 
our share to the business Interests of the city, 
and pay into the city treausury $2,000 annually 
In taxes. 

Unless we have this privilege we will be un¬ 
able to compete with competitors in other 
cities who have these advantages. 

We wish to add that ours is comparatively 
a new industry in this city, that we have a 
large amount already invested iu our plant; 
that we will give steady employment to more 
than one hundred men; that we will be 
enabled to furnish food cheaply to our work¬ 
ing people. 

This privilege does not interfere with our 
neighbors, in fact, there would be less obstruc¬ 
tion in the street with the cars close to our 
building than if we were to use the street with 
our wagons 

We do not desire to be unfriendly with our 
neighbors and will extend to them any privi¬ 
lege that will not interfere with our business. 

We trust that Councils will pass this Ordi¬ 
nance in its present form.

To the Mayor and Councils of Pittsburgh : 
gentlemen : 

Some years ago I had the pleasure of offer¬ 
ing to expend upon a Free Library for the 
city of Pittsburgh the sum of Two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars; the finances of the 
city were not then in condition to permit of 
its acceptance; having expended more than 
that sum in our sister city of Allegheny I 
subsequently intimated that I was prepared 
to expend not less than half a million for Pitts¬ 
burgh ; such, however, has been the recent 
growth of the. city, such are its prospects for 
the future that careful consideration has led 
me to the conclusion that in order to provide 
such Libraries as Pittsburgh should have will 
require even a larger sum. 

I think that Pittsburgh requires a central 
building, containing a reference and circulat¬ 
ing library, also suitable accomodations for 
works ol art, which I believe its cit izens would 
soon provide; that there should also be added 
rooms for the meetings of the various learned 
societies of the city. The experience of New 
York, Baltimore and other large cities has 
proved that a central library should be sup¬ 
plemented by branch libraries. The Free Cir¬ 
culating Library of New York nas now four of 
these, the city of Baltimore has five ; they are 
not extensive structures, but each contains a 
small supply of the books most in demand 
and a reading room, and is operated in con¬ 
nection with the central library. Such bran¬ 
ches, I think, should be established in the 
various districts of the city, probably one in 
Birmingham, another in Temperancevilie, 
another In East Liberty, a fourth in Lawrence- 
ville, perhaps a fifth in the older part of the 
city. All of these should be thoroughly fire¬ 
proof monumental in characterand creditable 
to the city. 

To provide these buildings with suitable 
books, etc., 1 ofler to expend not less than one 
million of dollars. I propose that their loca¬ 
tion. erection and management shall be en¬ 
trusted to a Boaid of Trustees composed ex- 
ofiicioofthe Mayor, the Presidents of Select 
and Common Councils, the President of the 
Central Board of Education, and a Library 
t 'omm i t tee of fl ve appoi n t ed by the CounciIs, 
such as you have done me the honor to ap¬ 
point to confer]with me, to these I should acid 
the names of twelve well-known citizens of 
Allegheny county who shall have power as a 
body to provide for the re-election of its mem- 


















bers at. stated times, and also to fill vacancies 
in their number. 

The libraries to be formally handed over to 
the city upon their completion, free from 
lien, in trust for the purposes specified. The 
city to agree to receive and support same at 
its own proper cost under the management of 
the Trustees as above provided. 

The city of Baltimore pays $50,000per annum 
for the support of its Public Libraries establish¬ 
ed by Mr. Knoeb Pratt, who gave one million 
of dollars for the purpose; but I believe that 
$40,000 per annum would be sufficient to main¬ 
tain those of Pittsburgh,and not less than this 
sum per annum I require the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh to agree to place at the disposal oft he 
Library Trustees to be expended upon them. 

I am clearly of opinion that it is only by the 
city maintaining its Public Libraries as it 
maintains its Public Schools that every citi¬ 
zen can be made to feci that he is a joint pro¬ 
prietor of them, and that the Public Library 
is for the public as a whole, and not for any por¬ 
tion thereof; and I am equally clear that un¬ 
less a community is willing to maintain Pub¬ 
lic Libraries at the public cost that very little 
good can be obtained from them. Not to save 
rne further expenditure therefor but for the 
best interests of the city I make it a condition 
that they shall be properly maintained by the 
city.

Upon t he average line of discounts ol brokers, 
banks and banking institutions, one mill on 
each dollar. 

Upon the gross receipts of express companies, 
electric light, conduit, gas-fuel, telegraph and 
telephone companies, one mill upon each dol¬ 
lar of said receipts. 

Upon the gross receipts of persons engaged 
in the business of keeping pool tables, billiard 
tables, ten-pin alleys, bagatelle tables for pub¬ 
lic use, twenty mills upon each dollar of said 
receipts. 

That for the purpose of defraying the interest 
on bonds and for sinking funds and miscella¬ 
neous purposes of the sub school districts in 
the several wards of tne city of Pittsburgh, 
there shall be levied upon all property taxable 
for .State or County purposes, upon each dollar 
of valuation; in said several wards the tax 
rate affixed to each designated sub-school dis¬ 
trict named in the estimate of receipt of this 
ordinance, except the property m said wards 
designated rural, upon which the tax shall be 
assessed at two-thirds of said rate; and upon 
all property designated in said wards as agri¬ 
cultural the tax shall be assessed at .one half 
of said rate. 

Section 2. And, at the above rates, the 
Board of Assessors shall assess said taxes and 
the City Treasurer shall have no power to di¬ 
vide any items of tax as reported by the As¬ 
sessors.

Section 7. All balances lawfully remaining 
to the credit of appropriations made for the 
year 1880on the books of the City Controller, 
including those remaining to meet payments 
on con tracts already made, shall be transferred 
to the appropriate appropriations made in this 
ordinance. 

Section 8. The cost of advertising ordi¬ 
nances for opening, grading, paving, macadam¬ 
izing and curbing of streets, highways, lanes 
and alleys, and construction of sewers, and all 
viewers reports as to damages and benefits and 
costs for opening, grading, paving, macadam¬ 


izing and curbing streets, highways, lanes and 
alleys and sewers shall be paid from Appropri¬ 
ation No. 11—Highways and Sewers—and the 
amounts so paid shall be assessedandcollected 
as part of the cost of the same. 

Section 9. That the revenue of the said 
city for the year iSDO, arising from the taxes, 
loans and all other sources, together with 
any moneys in the treasury not otherwise ap¬ 
propriated, are hereby appropriated for the 
purposes hereinafter set forth.

To the Select and Cmtmon CouncilCity of 
Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen:—Under the provisions of an Act 
of Assembly of the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania, entitled “An Act in Relation to the 
Government of Cities of the Second Class in 


bureau ok electricity. 

The reporter the Bureau of Electricity here¬ 
to attached (marked Exhibit “B”) contains 
much important information relative to Elec¬ 
trical matters, as well as valuable data in re¬ 
lation to fires. During the year a contract 
was awarded for some mucii needed electrical 
machinery. As yet the contract has not been 
completed, but is so far advanced as to war¬ 
rant a belief that in the near future this Bu¬ 
reau will have much greater facilities for the 
proper handling and transaction of the busi¬ 
ness properly belonging thereto. I propose, 
during tiie coming year, to continue the elec¬ 
trical improvements in this Bureau, in order 
that it may keep pace with the vast improve¬ 
ments being made in electrical machinery. 
Electric railways are beginning to attract the 
attention of Passenger Railway Companies in 
this city, and as rapid transit by means of 
electricity is steadily growing in favor, this 
Department will need additional facilities, as 
under the provisions of a recent ordinance 
passed by your honorable bodies, the super¬ 
vision and control of Passenger Railways us¬ 
ing electricity as a motive power lias become 
a part of the duties of the Department of Pu>‘. 
























































lie Safety. The increased duty thereunder 
will be assigned to the Bureau of Electricity, 
subject to tile approval of the Chief of the De¬ 
partment, as provided by said ordinance. 
This will greatly increase the responsibility of 
the Bureau of Electricity. 

BUREAU OF BUILDING INSPECTION. 

The report of the Bureau of Building Inspec¬ 
tion (marked Exhihjt “C”) "shows a wonder¬ 
ful grow tli and development of this city. The 
number of buildings erected during the year 
was 3,265 aggregating in value'86,845,622, a veri¬ 
table city in itself. 

The operations of the Board on wooden 
buildings (marked Exhibit “D”) during the 
vear is set forth in the report of said Board, 
hereto attached. 

During the year I had an Act of Assembly 
prepared and presented to the Legislature of 
the State, extending the lire limits, but that 
body, for some reason only known to them* 
selves, refused to extend the lire lines beyond 
their present limits, which was a most un¬ 
fortunate occurrance for this city, as wooden 
buildings are being erected in densely popu¬ 
lated portions of the city outside of the lire 
limits, the result of which must, in time, be 
disastrous. Building material of an incom¬ 
bustible character,such as brick, iron or stone, 
are now, relatively, almost as cheap as wood, 
and it would be to the great and permanent 
advantage of the city if they were used instead 
of the highly combustible materials now used 
in the construction of houses, stores, sheds 
and stables, that are being erected in vast 
numbers indiscriminately, without any su¬ 
pervision or control whatever upon the part 
of the city, and are great fire traps. 

In my opinion the fees for building permits 
should be abolished, as it is an unjust and un¬ 
equal business tax upon the builder and citi¬ 
zen, who has often great difficulty and a long 
hard struggle to provide himself and family 
with a home, thereby bettering the com¬ 
munity, as well as being the productr ol tax¬ 
able property. This fee often amounts to the 
interest on hundreds of dollars that he other¬ 
wise would have invested in permanent im¬ 
provements. 

BUREAU OF PLUMBING, AC. 

The report of the Bureau of Plumbing and 
House Drainage is herewith transmitted to 
you. and marked Exhibit “E.” The question 
of plumbing and sewerage is an important 
matter to every citizen, and has, during the 
year just past, been under the control and su¬ 
pervision of Mr. Wm. Laydon, the Inspector 
of Plumbing and House Drainage. He has 
conducted the operations of his Bureau under 
and by the provisions of an Ordinance dated 
December 17, 1887. The exhibit attached to 
the report will show the work of the In¬ 
spector. 

As I have already said, the question of 
plumbing and sewerage of a great city Is an 
important one; and to have it well and suc¬ 
cessfully regulated, is simply beyond the 
power and ability of one man. As it is regu¬ 
lated and controlled now, the best that he can 
do is to issue permits and inspect a portion of 
the work, and no doubt much imperfect 
plumbing and sewerage is daily being con¬ 
structed In this city. In the interest of the 
public health there should be an ordinance 
passed, giving the Department of Public 
Works the power to make the proper sewer¬ 
age and gas connections with all property 
fronting on, or subject to drainage or gas con¬ 
nections with sewers or gas mains at the time 
the same are placed upon the streets, lanes or 


alleys of the city, and the property so bene- 
fitted thereby charged with the costs. This 
would result ultimately in a much more effec¬ 
tive and better system of drainage, sewerage 
and plumbing throughout the city, and I 
think would have the effect of reduciug the 
death rate very considerably. There is no 
question but that the Department of Public 
Works could much more efficiently perform 
this kind of work, than, as it is now done, by 
every class of workmen, of every nationality 
and condition and without any inspection or 
public supervision whatever. 

DISABILITY BOARD. 

The report of the Disability Board and a de¬ 
tailed statement of its operations have been 
carefully prepared by the Chief Clerk of this 
Department, Crosby Gray, who is also Secre¬ 
tary of said Board, and is herewith trans¬ 
mitted to you, marked Exhibit **F.” 

This report shows the receipts and expendi¬ 
tures of the Board during the year, and the 
present condition of the fund, which, under 
the careful management of said Board has 
been steadily growing, and will ultimately be¬ 
come a permanent endowment fund for the 
benefit of the employees of the Bureau of Eire 
and Electricity. 

Some such wise provision should be devised 
which would be applicable to the Police Bur¬ 
eau. The city employee, either in Police or 
Fire Bureau, who is injured in the heroic and 
faithful discharge of his duty, should be cared 
for by some means, as the duty is always ac¬ 
companied with more or less bodily risk. 
There should also be some provision made for 
the worn out employes, wlip have during a 
life time served the city. The neglect of the 
city to provide some moderate financial pro¬ 
vision for such employees has resulted in find¬ 
ing a number of them in various city depart¬ 
ments drawing full pay, when they are physi¬ 
cally unable to perform duty commensurate 
wiih the salaries, and is a very bad as well as 
an expensive system by which to provide lor 
worthy worn out servants ot the city. 

BUREAU OF HEALTH. 

I herewith transmit to you the report of the 
Bureau of Health, marked Exhibit “G.” 

The public health throughout the city was 
good during the entire year, and the death 
rate lower than during the previous year. 

I call your special attention to this report, 
and desire to renew my suggestion of last year, 
that you give some attention to matters there¬ 
in set forth, which I deem of vital importance 
to the City of Pittsburgh. 

Owing to the fact that the city has simply 
been fortunate in having no general epidemic 
of contagious diseases, does not preclude the 
possibility of such a thing occurring. We have 
a cosmopolitan population; the very ends of 
the earth are part and parcel of our people; we 
have all nationalities and classes mixed to¬ 
gether. The foreign element is settling and 
centralizing In certain sections of the city, 
bringing with them all their habits, customs 
and non-sanitary conditions. One of the 
needs of the City ot Pittsburgh to promote and 
insure a low death rate in the future, as well 
as prevent general epidemic disease is the 
devising of some means for the successful 
treatment and disposal of garbage. The hack 
yards and cellars of tenement houses, and the 
alleys and by-ways of the city are the public re¬ 
ceptacles forall manner ofgarbage,fllln and de¬ 
composing material. This question has in the 
past been treated as a light and unimportant 
one, hut is, nevertheless, one of a very serious 
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nature and character, and should not, in 
view of the serious consequenses which may 
at any time result from Inattention to it pass 
unnoticed by your honorable bodies. It is a 
question that, effects all large cities, and one 
with which all cities in this country, ns well 
as elsewhere, has had much trouble to 
properly solve.. To my mind, from a 
careful and somewhat extended observation 
during the two years I have been at 
the head of this Department, the only 
successful way' of cleansing and keep¬ 
ing clean a city so large and populous as Pitts¬ 
burgh is by contracting with some well organ¬ 
ized and trust-worthy Sanitary Company for 
the removal of all garbage and decomposed 
matter of every kind and character beyond 
the precincts of the city, and to be by them 
treated as their commercial interests might 
deem best. 

Another mat ter in this connection, and to 
which I wish to direct your atten¬ 
tion is the largely increased death rate 
of the East End over that of the old¬ 
er portion of the city. This seems a 
little startling, in view of the fact that the 
East end wards, 1o a casual observer, seems to 
be so inviting a district for the enjoyment of 
home life, health and happiness. Three things 
have tended to bring about tills unfortunate 
increase in ihe death rate of this district over 
other portions of the city: First,—Lack of pro¬ 
per sewerage and drainage. Second—Little or 
no proper disposition of garbage. Third—The 
opening of a large number of old and aban¬ 
doned water wells which had long remained 
closed and unused,at the t imeof t he Jobnstown 
flood, notwithstanding the public and official 
notit e of the Bureau of Healt h that the river 
water was infinitely better and more whole¬ 
some than that from these aoandoned wells. 

The report of the Registrar of Vital Sta¬ 
tistics, Dr. J. Guy McCandless is, in many re¬ 
spects, a remarkable one. His classification 
and comments upon the various diseases is 
very complete and exhaustive, and worthy of 
a careful perusal. 

The admirable and timely address deliver¬ 
ed by my Chief Clerk, Crosby Gray, before the 
State Sanitary Convention, held in tills city 
last May, on “The Past, Present and Future 
Sanitation of Pittsburgh,” is made a part of 
the Bureau of Healtli report, and is a very im¬ 
portant and valuable public document, 
worthy of a careful perusal by your honorable 
bodies, as well as the public generally. It is 
the result of a quarter of a century of personal 
labor and experience in sanitary administra¬ 
tion. . 

BUREAU OF FI HE. 

I call your special attention to the report of 
the Superintendent of the Bureau of Fire, 
(marked Exhibit “II”) and to tlie compara¬ 
tive tables thereto attached, showing the fire 
losses of the City of Pittsburgh as compared 
with that of other cities. These show the loss 
per thousand inhabitants and per capita In 
comparison with other cities, as well as tne 
expense per thousand inhabitants and per 
capita of the Bureau as compared with that of 
other large cities. The net expense per capita 
of running the Fire Bureau during the last 
year was seventy-four cents. 

During the year I re-organized the Fire Bur¬ 
eau somewhat upon the basis of the organiza¬ 
tion of the Bureau of Police in the year 1888, 
making the standard for appointment one of 
physical qualifications, as well as character, 
and to some degree one of general intelligence. 

I firmly believe that all appointments in the 


Department of Public Safety should be made 
solely upon the basis of good moral character 
and general intelligence, with sufficient physi¬ 
cal force to main fain said character, as well 
as to perform the duties incumbent upon the 
appointees, and that the .tenure of office 
should be based upon fidelity to trust and to 
duty. 

The appropriation for the year 1800. provides 
an appropriation - of $1,000 Tor the salary of a 
Fire Director, and I si jail bring this subject 
officially before your honorable bodies in the 
near future, in the nature of ,an ordinance 
creating said office. The City of Pittsburgh by 
virtue of its wonderful growth and develop¬ 
ment, has assumed such large proportions and 
become so important, that there should be a 
competent and efficient person appointed as 
Fire Director, whose special duty it would be 
to take command of the various fire compan¬ 
ies at fires and assume full control of the same. 
He should be a person snccialy qualified for 
the place, being calm ana courageous, having 
a full know lege of fire matters, chemical com¬ 
bustion, construction of buildings and strength 
and character of building materials; In short, 
in addition to natural heroic qualifications, he 
should have some special scientific training, 
BOARD OF FIRE ESCAPES, 

The Board of Fire Escapes has performed its 
official duties well during the past year, as will 
appear by examination of the report of said 
Board transmitted herewith, and marked Ex¬ 
hibit “I.” 

BUREAU OF POLICE. 

The report of the Bureau of Police (marked 
Exhibit “J”) fully set forth and cover in an 
exhaustive manner all of the operations of 
said Bureau during the past year. 

Special attention is called to the report of 
the superintendent. Gamble Weir, as it shows 
a marked improvement in the various Police 
and Patrol Stations, as well as t he other proper¬ 
ty of the Bureau. With the amount of money 
wisely provided by your honorable bodies, the 
work of completing the department houses of 
the Bureau of Police will be, with the excep¬ 
tion of the Central Police Station, fully con¬ 
summated this year, and will place the Police 
Bureau so far as siation houses are concerned 
on a basis that will compare most favorably 
with any city in the country. Tt would be 
very gratifying, gentlemen, if you would, as 
you are occassionally passing a Pol ice Station, 
drop in and inspect the condition and regula¬ 
tion of the same for yourselves. 

This report si lows a high perfection and 
completeness of police records in this city; they 
being now equal to the best in the country. 

At my suggestion and under my direction 
the report of the Assistant Superintendent of 
Police, Roger O’Mara, covers a general field of 
police government not usually contained in an 
annual report. I directed him to incorporate 
in his report some of the special features of 
police work, the manner of regulating, con¬ 
trolling and suppressing crime, as well as to 
give an outline of the work and labor per¬ 
formed by this Department at Johnstown 
during the time of the flood of May last. 

The wisdom of dividing the city, so far as 
police regulations are concerned, into dis¬ 
tricts, ana placing at the head thereof an In¬ 
spector, 1 think has become more and more 
apparent. Each of these Inspectors have 
hereto attached their annual report of (lie 
work fione in their respective districts and 
contain much valuable and special in¬ 
formation, showing in detail the vast 
number of prosecutions of criminals. 


















































Uie suppression and extinction of vice 
and immorality, and the regulation and 
control of the Sabbath day, making the same 
a day of quiet, peace and rest to all our people 
throughout the whole city, and arc worthy of 
your investigation and perusal. 

These reports are worthy of more than a 
casual examination by your honorable bodies, 
as they show the efforts that have been con¬ 
stantly and vigorously put forth during the 
year for the suppression of crime and for the 
maintenance of law and order throughout the 
city. I am happy to slate that all kinds and 
character of gambling has finally been eradi¬ 
cated and driven out of the city. There are 
now no public gambling places whatever. 
Faro banks, poker rooms, policy shops, pool 
rooms, public dance houses and dives have all 
been eradicated and expelled from the city. 
Tins has not been brought about without a 
great struggle against men, money and politi¬ 
cal influence; and that it has been achieved at 
all, in view of the stern and uncompromising 
efforts made to perpetuate these vices is a 
great credit to the Police IJureau. That the 
suppression of these vices has been of great 
benefit to the city socially and morally there 
can be no doubt. 

Public prostitution has been steadily on the 
decrease, and is, at present, pretty well rele¬ 
gated from public view. It is a vice as old as 
the world, and I have no hesitation in saying 
that it is probably a public necessity, and one 
ol the conditions of human society that in 
great centers of population, like that of Pitts¬ 
burgh, had better be tolerated, regulated and 
controlled by police surveilance, rather than 
to attempt to crush it out, thereby increasing 
private prostitution and other forms of the 
same vice of a worse character and of greater 
detriment to the community. 

In enforcing the laws against crime in this 
city there have been many difficulties in 
the way, and I wish to embrace the present 
opportunity of calling your attention to some 
of these, and^ ask your co-operation in over¬ 
coming them. 

First-—In many cases it is a very difficult 
matter to obtain positive proof against 
criminals. 

Second—The opposition and interference of 
otherwise respectable people in the interest of 
their friends, relatives, acquaintances or 
political associates, who have been unfortu¬ 
nate enough to get within the meshes of law, 
and on the criminal calenders. 

I am well aware that a stern enforcement of 
the law is not what is wanted in a community 
made up of a mixed population such as Pitts¬ 
burgh contains, and the man who has tne 
courage to do his duty invites upon himself a 
conflict that will ultimately carry him out of 
office and power. Criminals and their asso¬ 
ciates are all against good government; many 
semi-good citizens want laxity in the enforce¬ 
ment of law as to their friends and acquaint¬ 
ances, and a great majority of good citizens 
love to enjoy the peace'and quietness oflaw 
and order, but donotwish the personal trouble 
and inconvenience of assisting to maintain the 
same, 

I might, in this connection, call your atten¬ 
tion to the fact that, perhaps, the greatest 
force at work to-day, silently in most cases, 
but surely, for the disruption of the moral 
condition of the city, is the illegal liquor 
traffic. I am aware that this is a question 
about which there is an infinite number of 
opinions, but there are some facts tnat can be 
easily proven from the records, and that is: 


First— 1 That drinking is largely on the increase 
in the homes and families of this city. Second 
—That the young and growing generation are 
becoming acquainted with and familiarizing 
themselves with the use of liquor iti the home 
life that was perhaps never known in Pitts¬ 
burgh prior to this time. The “speak easy” 
proprietor is not wholly responsible for this 
state of affairs; the bottlers, wholesale liquor 
dealers and brewers, who go beyond their 
prern ises to dispose of their goods are charge¬ 
able with much of the introduction of liquor 
into the home life. 

There are at present about eight hundred 
"speak-easies in the City of Pittsburgh. The 
reason why these are not suppressed by the 
Police Bureau may be a question that might 
fairly be asked by your honorable bodies, as 
well as by the public, and I answer: 

First—The Brooks* Law makes it a special 
duty of the ward Constables to make return of 
all unlicensed houses in their several wards. 

Second—License is a mere mercantile tax 
for tiie previlege of engaging in, and the hand¬ 
ling of a legalized business, made so by the 
State of Pennsylvania, the collection of which 
tax is no part of the work of the Bureau of 
Police in any sense, more than tne collecting 
of any mercantile or commercial tax. 

Third—It is not a breach of the peace or any 
statutory law relating to the peace of the com¬ 
munity to be engaged in a legalized business 
without having first paid a commercial lax. 

Fourth—The limited number of saloons and 
their distribution is wholly inadequate forlhe 
supply and wants of the drinking community 
of the city. 

There should be absolute prohibition within 
the City of Pittsburgh, or else there should be 
such a number of saloons, and so properly dis¬ 
tributed, as to fairly and in an orderly wav 
supply the wants and needs of the drinking 
classes in the city. If this was done, and the 
proper autnorities whose business it is to col¬ 
lect the commercial and mercantile tax 
would unite with the Bureau of Police for the 
proper enforcement of the Liquor law, and for 
the collection of the tax aforesaid in this city, 
the “speak-easy” would soon be a relic of the 
past. 

This Department, however, has vigorously 
and with an unrelenting hand, attempted to, 
and with much success, stamped out illegal 
liquor traffic on the Sabbath day. 

Before leaving the subject of the Police 
Bureau I wish to state that the morale of the 
police force has steadily improved during the 
past year under the system of drills and rigid 
discipline, and the fidelity of the Inspectors to 
their duty. 

Policing is a profession that can only be 
made successful by hard and laborous work 
and constant attention to duty. I trust that 
with your co-operation and assistance the 
work of improving the morale of the police of 
the city, the enforcement of law, the suppres¬ 
sion of crime and for the uplifting of the Police 
Bureau, may continue. 

JOHNSTOWN PIS A ST SR. 

On May 31,1889, the appalling calamity at 
Johnstown occurred. This Department ren¬ 
dered the stricken community every possible 
aid and relief that was in its power, through 
the medium of the Police, Fire and Healtli 
Bureaus. A detailed aud concise report of the 
part taken by the Department of Public Safety 
has been prepared by the Assistant Superin¬ 
tendent of Police, and is worthy of perusal. 
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NEWSPAPERS. 

Baring the year the criticisms of the vari¬ 
ous newspapers have been of the most friendly 
and helpful character, and have been in the 
nature of wise counsel and assistance, with 
but few exceptions, and they, probably for 
political purposes and from party politics. It 
must be apparent to every observing citizen 
and every right thinking man, that much 
better municipal government has been accom¬ 
plished under the new cllarter, especially, so 
far as police administration and regulations 
are concerned. 

CONCLUSION. 

I have given my entire time and attention 
to the personal management, supervision and 
control of all the work in my Department, and 
am personally responsible for all acts of om- 
mission and commission that have occurred 
during the year, whereby the government of 
your city might or could have been improved, 
so far as this Department is concerned. If 
such lias been the case, it has been owing to 
the magnitude of the work to be performed, 
and the vast variety of details requiring con¬ 
stant attention, labor and thought. 

In conclusion permit me to say, gentlemen, 
that with the continuance of your hearty co¬ 
operation and assistance as well as that of all 
law abiding citizens, and the support of those 
great conservatives of public morals, the Pul¬ 
pit and the Press, the (Jity of Pittsburgh, with 
its vast industries and wealth may add there¬ 
to the better gift of law and order, peace and 
morality, and be indeed a great city blest of 
God.

A X ORDINANCE—Providing for the ac 
ceptance. from Andrew Carnegie of a Free 
library. 

whereas, Andrew Carnegie, has generously 
offered to the City of Pittsburgh a gift of a 
Free Library, as set forth in the following 
communication: 

Pittsburgh, February G, 1890. 
To the Mayor and Councils of Pittsburgh. 

Gentlemen Some years ago I nad the 
pleasure of ottering to expend upon a Free 
Library for the City of Pittsburgh the sum of 
two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, the 
finances of the city were not then in condition 
to permit of its acceptance, having expended 
more than that sum in our sister City of All¬ 
egheny, I subsequently Intimated that I was 
prepared 1o expend not less than halt a ‘mil¬ 
lion for Pittsburgh, such, however, has been 
tiie recentgrowthoi thecity, such areitspros- 
pects for the future that careful consideration 
has led me to the conclusion that in order to pro¬ 
vide such Libraries as Pittsburgh should have 
will require even a larger sum. 

I think that Pittsburgh requires a Central 
Building, containing a Reference and circulat¬ 
ing Library, alsosuitableaccommodations for 
Works of Art, which I believe its citizens 
would soon provide, that there should also he 
added rooms for the meetings of the various 
learned Societies of the city. The experience 
of New York, Baltimore and other large cities 
lias proved that a Central Library should be 
supplemented by branch libraries. The Free 
Circulating Library of New York lias now 
four of these, the City of Baltimore lias five, 
they are not extensive structures, but each 
contains a small supply of the books most in 
demand and a Heading Room, and is operated 
in connection with the Central Library. Such 
branches I think should be established in the 
various districts of the cPy, probably one in 
Birmingham, another in Temperanceville, an¬ 
other in East Liberty, a fourth in Lawrence- 
vilie, perhaps a fifth in the older part of the 
city. All of these should be t horoughly fire¬ 
proof, monumental in character ana creditable 
to the city. 

To provide these buildings with suitable 
books, etc., I offer toexpend not less than one 
million dollars. I propose that their location 
erection and management shall be entrusted 
to a Board of Trustees composed exofficio of 
the Mayor, the Presidents of Select and Com¬ 
mon Councils, the President of the Central 
Board of Education, and a Library Committee 
of five appointed by the Councils, such as you 
have done me the honor to appoint, to corner 
with me; to these I should add the names of 
twelve well known cit izens of Allegheny Coun¬ 
ty, whoshall have power as a body to provide 
for the re-election of its members at stated 
times, and also to fill vacancies in their num¬ 
ber. 

The Libraries to be formally handed over to 
the City upon their completion, free from lien, 
in trust for the purposes specified. The city to 
agree to receive and support same at its own 
proper cost under the management of the Trus¬ 
tees as above provided. 

TheCity of Baltimore pays $50,000 per an¬ 
num for the support of Its Public Libraries 
established by Mr. Enoch Pratt, who gave one 
million of dollars lor the purpose, but I be¬ 
lieve that $40,000 per annum would be suffi¬ 
cient to maintain those of Pittsburgh and not 


less than this sum per annum I require the 
City of Pittsburgh to agree to place at the dis¬ 
posal of the Library Trustees to be expended 
upon them. 

I am clearly of opinion that it is only by the 
City maintaining its Public Libraries as it 
maintains its Public Schools that every citi¬ 
zen can be made to leel that he is a joint pro¬ 
prietor of them, and that the Public Library 
is lor the public as a whole and not for any 
portion thereof; and I am equally clear that 
unless a community is willing to maintain 
Public Libraries at the public cost that very 
little good can be obtained from them. Nut to 
save me further expenditure therefor but for 
t he best interests of the City, I make It a con¬ 
dition that they shal. be properly maintained 
by the City.

shall be known as the Library Commit tee, who 
are authorized and empowered to act as mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Trustees in conjunction 
with the other officials and with the persons 
named by said Andrew' Carnegie and their 
successors; and any vacancies occurring in said 
Board of Trustees, other than those caused by 
changes of the public officials shall be filled by 
a majority oftne remaining members of the 
Hoard. 

Sec. 3. That the Libraries as herein pro¬ 
vided for shall be known and designated as 
the Carnegie Free Libraries of theCity of Pitts¬ 
burgh.

A GENERAL ORDINANCE -Relating 

to the entry upon, over or under, or the 
use or occupation of any street, lane or alley, 
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or any part thereof, for any purpose, by Pass¬ 
enger or Street Railway Companies, or by 
companies operating Passenger or Street Rail¬ 
ways, and providing reasonable regulations 
pertaining thereto, for the public convenience 
and safety. 

Section 1. Tie it ordained and enacted by 
the Oily of Pittsburgh, in Select and Common 
Councils assembled , and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same , *That 
all Passenger or Street Railway Companies, 
and all companies operating Passenger Rail¬ 
ways or Street Railways which shall hereafter 
obtain by an ordinance duly passed and ap¬ 
proved, the consent of the city to enter upon, 
over or under, use or occupy any of the streets, 
lanes, alleys or highways, or parts thereof, 
within this city, for any purpose, shall, upon 
passage and approval of such ordinance, but 
not otherwise, have and be declared to possess 
the right under this General Ordinance, to 
enter upon, over or under, and to occupy and 
use the same, under and subject to the follow¬ 
ing regulations. 

1st. Every such company before construct¬ 
ing a passenger or street railway, or any ex¬ 
tension, branch or alteration thereof, shall file 
with Department of Public Works, a plan 
showing the location of its proposed tracks, 
sidings, turnouts and switches, the pattern of 
its rails, and the kind and character of foun¬ 
dation or road-bed proposed to be laid. 

In case such company proposes to use a con¬ 
duit or sub-way through which motive power 
shall be supplied for the traction of cars, such 
plans shall show the size, location and man¬ 
ner of construction of such proposed conduit 
or sub-way, the width and position of the slot 
or opening therein ; and in case such company 
proposes to use any overhead meansor system 
whereby motive power shall be supplied for 
the traction of cars, such plan shall show the 
size, character and location, with respect to 
the roadway or curb line, of the posts, poles or 
other supports proposed to be placed in any 
street, lane, alley, or highway, or part thereof, 
and to be used to maintain or support such 
overhead means or system, and the said plan 
shall be subject to the approval of the Chief 
of the Department of Public Works, or of the 
Committee on Public Works. 

2d. Every such company in constructing a 
railway, or any part thereof, shall lay its lines 
of track of the standard width or gauge be¬ 
tween rails, and in such manner that the top 
of its rails shall be level with the surface of 
the roadwa 3 T of the street upon which it is 
laid. 

Sd. Every such company shall lay and con¬ 
struct a pavement upon the space within its 
tracks and one foot outside thereof, under the 
supervision of the Chief of the Depart ment of 
Public Works, as to the time and manner of 
laying the same, and shall keep clean and 
maintain such pavement in good order, con¬ 
dition and repair, so long as its tracks shall 
be used. 

4th. Ail companies operating passenger or 
street railways, when crossing each others 
routes, shall with respect to each other observe 
and comply with the law of the road, except 
in cases where the grade of either or both at 
the point ofintersection shall be on an ascend¬ 
ing or a descending grade, and in that event 
the following rule shall prevail: The company 
whose car Is on a descending grade shall nave 
the right of way over a caron either a lesser de¬ 
scending grade, a level, or an ascending grade. 

5th. Every car shall have a loud sounding 
gong which shall be rung by the person operat¬ 


ing the car when approaching all street cross¬ 
ings or when passing other cars. 

6th. Where the tracks of one passenger or 
street railway company cross the tracks of an¬ 
other such company, and in operating ears 
thereon, it becomes necessary that one car 
should wait in order that a collision may be 
avoided, the company not having the right of 
way shall bring its car to a full stop until after 
the passage of the other company’s car, 

7lh. When the tracks of any street or pass¬ 
enger railway cross at grade the tracks of a 
railroad operated by steam before the car of 
any such railway company shall be allowed 
to cross the tracks of any such railroad, it 
shall be brought to a full stop, and it shall be 
the duty of the conductor or person in charge 
of said car to go forward and ascertain that 
such car can be passed over such crossings in 
safety, before such car shall be allowed to pro- 
cee.i. 

8th. Each of such companies shall yield the 
right of way to the Fire Department when go¬ 
ing to tires, and lo the Police Patrol Wagons 
when answering calls, and if then signaled by 
any person in charge of any tire apparatus or 
police patrol wagon, shall bring Its car to a 
full stop until after such fire apparatus or po¬ 
lice patrol wagon shall have passed such car. 

9th. No car operated by any such company 
shall be passed over any lm^eor other appar¬ 
atus of the Fire Department when the same 
is laid or in use for the purpose of extinguish¬ 
ing fire, unless such car be passed over the 
same upon a creeper or other device approved 
by theChiefof the Depart mentof PublicSafety 
or the Committee of Public Safety, and which 
shall fully protect such hose or apparatus. 

10th. If at any time the wires, or any of the 
overhead devices, or parls thereof, of any of 
the said companies shall in any manner ob¬ 
struct, endanger or interfere with the Fire De¬ 
partment or any of its employees, in the pro¬ 
per use of its apparatus when called Into ser¬ 
vice, the said Fire Department, or any of the 
employees thereof, shall have the right and be 
at liberty to cut down or remove such wires 
or devises, without the city or any of Its agents 
or employees being held in any manner liable 
in consequence thereof. 

lllh. In all cases where such companies 
use electricity as a motive power, the entfre 
system used, and all the devises, means, and 
apparatus used in the supply, application, or 
use of the power, in all respects which shall 
in any manner affect or endanger tlie safety 
of the public,shall be atall times kept open 
to the inspection of, and under the supervision 
of i lie Department of Public .Safety. 

12tb. When and as often as may be required 
by the Department of Public Safety, each of 
such companies shall furnish to sal cl Depart¬ 
ment, a statement showing the amount of 
electro-motive force used, and the current 
strenglh conveyed or used upon its wires; and 
said Department shall at all times have the 
right to inspect and test the same.

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh, in Select and Common 
Councils assembled , and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same , That 
for the porpose of providing sufficient revenue 
to meet the ordinary expenses of the city, to 
pay the interest on outstanding bonds, and to 
discharge all other liabilities now r due, or which 
may become payable during the said year, 1890, 
taxes shall be and are hereby levied and as¬ 
sessed upon all property and other objects of 
taxation as follows. 

City Tax -Upon all property taxable for 

State or County purposes, 15 mills upon each 
dollar of valuation, except the property in said 
city designated as rural, upon which the tax 
shall be assessed at two-thirds of said rate, and 
upon all property designated as agricultural 
the tax shall beassessed at one-halfof said rate. 
* Old City Special Tax —-Upon all property 
taxable for State or county purposes within 
the limits of the City of Pittsburgh, as it ex¬ 
isted prior to the consolidation under the Act 
of April, 1867,4-10 mills upon each dollar of val¬ 
uation as a special tax for the separate indeb¬ 
tedness of said district. 

South Side Special Tax -Upon all property 

taxable for State or County purposes within 
the limits of the former borough of East Bir¬ 
mingham, mills, Mt. Washington 3-10 mills 
Tcmperanceville 1 mill, to pay annual install¬ 
ments on bonds issued since consolidation for 
grading and paving Main street in said 
borough. 

Upon all goods, wares, and merchandise, and 
upon all articles of trade and commerce sold 
in said City, in anv manner, and upon the 
gross receipts accruing from the hire or use of 
any personal property in said City, not herein 
otherwise provided for, one mill upon each 
dollar of said sales or hire. 

Upon the actual sales yearly of each and 
every per-son or firm engaged in trade, busi¬ 
ness, or occupation of retailing for his. her, or 
their benefit, vinous, fermented, or distilled 
liquors, ten mills on each dollar of said sales. 

Upon the actual sales of each and every per¬ 
son or firm engaged in .the business or occu¬ 
pation of an auctioneer, two mills on each 
dollar of said sales. 

Upon the gross commission or brokerage of 
all merchandise brokers, forwarding and com¬ 
mission merchants, fifteen mills on each dol¬ 
lar of said commission or brokerage, 

Upon the average line of discounts, of bro¬ 
kers, banks banking institutions, one mill on 
each dollar. 



























































Upon the gross receipts of ex press companies, 
electric light, conduit, gas-fuel, telegraph tel¬ 
ephone companies, one mill upon each dollar 
of said receipts. 

Upon the gross receipts of persons engaged 
in the business of keeping pool tables, bill¬ 
iards tables, ten-pin alleys, bagatelle tables for 
public use, twenty mills upon each dollar of 
said receipts. 

That for the purpose of defraying the inter¬ 
est on bonds, and for sinking funds, and mis¬ 
cellaneous purposes of the sub-school districts, 
in the several wards of the City of Pittsburgh, 
there shall pe levied upon all property taxable 
for State or County purposes, upon each dollar 
of valuation in said several wards, the tax rate 
affixed to each* designated sub-school district 
named In the estimate of receipts of this or¬ 
dinance, except the property in said wards 
designated rural, upon wnich the tax shall be 
assessed at two-thfrds of said rate, and upon 
all property designated in said wards as agri¬ 
cultural the tax shall be assessed at one-half 
of said rate. 

Sec. 2. And at the above rates the Board of 
Assessors shall assess said taxes, and the City 
Treasurer shall have no power to divide any 
items of tax as reported by the Assessors. 

Sec. 8. The Superintendent of Bureau of 
Water Assessments shall assess water rents by 
the schedule of water rents adopted for the 
year 1883, and hospitals and dispensaries, and 
such other charities as are supported byjpublic 
and private contribution, shall be assessed the 
sum of one dollar ($1) each. 

Sec. 4. That the amount necessary, to pay 
the intereston the separate indebtedness of the 
old City and South Side boroughs, shall be 
taken from the receipts from the special taxes 
of the districts aforesaid, and placed in Appro¬ 
priation No. 1, on which warrants shall be 
drawn tor all interest accruing, or accrued, on 
the debts of said districts respectively. 

Sec. 5. That the balance of said receipts, 
from said special taxes, {alter payment of in¬ 
terest) shall be paid into a sinking fund for the 
district from which it is col lected, and shall be 
used for the payment of the special debt of 
said district. 

All officers and employees of the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety and Public Works, 
shall be paid out of the appropriate appropri¬ 
ations made for those departments, and the 
Assistant City Assessors shall be paid from 
Appropriation No. 2, Salaries of City Officers. 

All balances lawfully remaining to 
the credit of appropriations made for the year
